5 claims 1, 2, 6, 13, 15, 21, 23 were amended. Currently, claims 1-31 remain for examination.

2. Claims 1-31 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 

10 directed an optical reader reading barcodes and the like. The claims are particularly directed at 
an optical reader comprising multiple photo-sensor arrays. Although use of at least one photo 
sensor array is generally known in the art, the cited references, taken alone or in combinations, 
fail to suggest or teach that the optical reading apparatus wherein the photo sensor arrays are 
arranged in an angle with respect to each other as set forth in the claims and as shown in figures 

15 9(a) -9(d).
